RTH READY TO 
DEFEND-TARIFF LAW. 


Ohio Congressman Is Willing to 


Take the Stump Before Any Audi- 


ence to Explain His Vote and to Jus- 


tify President Taft's Administration, 


ASHINGTON, April 11.—{Ex- 

clusive Dispatch.] Congressman 
Nicholas Longworth of Ohio. 
son-in-law of former President Roose- 
velt, today announced his readiness to 
take the stump this fall in the Mid- 
dle West States to defend the new 
tariff law against all comers. 

Consistent with this defense of the 
tariff act, Mr. Longworth told his 
friends that he stood ready to go the 
entire route in justifying President 
Taft's administration. 

The attempt to attach unusual sig- 
nificance to this statement of Mr. 
Longworth’s, in view of his relation 
to the former Presidem did not go 
far with the son-in-law. He declared 
that his views had nothing to do with 
his father-in-law's ideas of the situa- 
tion in the United States at this time. 

“AS a matter of fact does anyone 
know what Mr. Roosevelt's idea of the 
present situation is?" remarked Mr. 
Longworth, sniiling. The smile broad- 
ened a bit when he explained the pe- 
— position in which he finds him- 
welt. 

“Being a son-in-law in this case 
and trying to keep in a path of roses,” 
suggested Mr. Longworth. * 

“I have a great many constituents 
who really believe that when I say 
anything worth repeating, if I do, 
that Mr. Roosevelt inspired it and 
when I say things that appear silly 
or are silly, they express pity for my 
father-in-law. The only time they 
give me credit for being myself is 
when I make a blunder. 

“But, regardiess of what anyone 
thinks, I am ready to take the stump 
and talk as long as my voice will hold 
out and justify my vote on the tariff 
bill before any audience in the country.

With its capital stock of %110,000,000, 
it became the holding company; that 
is, it acquired the stock t nineteen 
other oil companies, which, in turn, 
controlled a still larger number of 
companies engaged in various branches 
of the oll business.

Journalist Claims Authorship 
of “The Fourth Estate.” 


Playwright’s Chum Gibson in 
Similar Plight.

patch] Charges of plagiarifm are 
made against Joseph Medill Patterson 
in a sult filed in the United States Cir- 
cult Court here today by Eugene 
Quirk, a Chicago neuspaperman, and 
Mary I. Quifk, who demand $50,000 
damages, charging that the defendant 
used the main theme of a novel enti- 
tied “Drifting,” which they wrote, for 
the foundation of his play, “The 
Fourth state,“ now being produced 
at the Studebaker Theater in Chicago. 
The plaintiffs in the action ask Also an 
‘injunction restraining the production 
of the play. 

The complaint states that the story 
told in the novel, published in 1906, 
deals with a newspaperman taking up 
the role of a reformer and the power- 


pitted against him, similar to the story 
related in The Fourth Estate.” 

The bill charges that Patterson in his 
play “has transposed, varied, adapted 
and disguised scenes, situations and 
incidents from the novel, and that he 
has fliched, purloined, plegiarised and 


PLAY MAKES BIG HIT. 

The play, the Fourth Estate,“ was 
written by Joreph Medill Patterson 
and Harriet Ford, but the latter has 
not been made a party to the action. 
The play has been one of the éuccess- 
ful ones of the season. It ran for four 
weeks at Wallack's in New York and 
150 performances have been given in 
Chicago at the Grand Operahouse and 
the Studebaker Theater. It is now 
running at the latter place. It was 
estimated tonight that the play had 
netted for its authors about $15,000. 

Mr. Patterson, who was Commis- 
sioner of Public Works in the Dunne 
administration and created a mild 
sensation in social circles several years 
ago througm his socialistic writings 
and speeches, declined tonight to dis- 
cuss the suit brought against him, 
further than to say that he had never 
read the book which he is charged with 
having plagiarized. 

NEVER SAW THE NOVEL. 

“I don’t remember ever having seen 
the book,” said Mr. Patterson, “and I 
am sure that I never:read it. I know 
Mr. Quirk personally, but he never 
told me the plot or story of his novel, 
and I am sure that I never heard it 
from any one else. But he is talking 
through his attorneys, and I shall an- 
swer through mine.” 

It is a curious coincidence that the 
Quirk suit follows hard on the heels 
of the charges of plagiarism made 
against Preston Gibson, another Chi- 
cago playwright and former associate 
of Patterson at Yale College and in 
Mhicago society. Gibson was charged 
with having p ariged lines and in- 
— in a pro- 
duced by him, from Osca . 

The Quirks allege that the flashlight 
photograph incident which is the cli- 
max in Patterson's play, and which 
proves the undoing of a corrupt Fed- 
eral judge, caught in the act of brib- 
ing the editor, who is the hero of “The 
Fourth Kstate,“ nds a parallel in the 
novel, where one of the characters is 
photographed as he kisses a girl. In 
the bili there is a copy of a letter writ- 
ten by Patterson to Quirk, acknow!- 
edging the receipt of a copy of the 
book, “Drifting.” The letter is dated 
March 7, 1905, but in it Patterson. 
merely thanks Quirk for sending him 
the book. 


HEALTH MENACED. 


Dr. Rusby Declares Organized Effort 
le Being Made to Revise Our 
Pharmacopoeia. 

[APSOCIATED PRESSE DAY REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, April 11.—That an or- 
ganized and powerful effort is being 
made to remove from the United 
States Pharmacopoeia all standard 
teste for strength and purity of med 
icinal drugs, thereby imperiling the 
nation’s health, ie the declaration of 
Dr. Henry H. Rusby. dean of the Co- 
lumbia College of Pharmacy, and 
president of the American Pharma- 
ceutioal Association, in a statement 
given out here today. 8 
The Pharmacopoeia, an official list 
of medical formulae and the methods 
approved for their preparation, is to 
be revised at Washington beginning 
May 1. According to Dr. Rusby, com- 
mercial interests are striving to pr 
vent at that time the introduction of 
further standards and tests, and aro 
aiming also to degrade other impor- 
tant parts of the work. 

“The bulk of the drugs used ty 
American doctofs come from abroad,” 
says Dr. Rusby, “and within the last 
two years enormous quantities of 
spurious and defective drugs hava 
been rejected by the pure-food inape-- 
tors, and reshipped to Eufope. 

I have trustworthy re 
drug warehouses at important centers 
abroad are retaining these worthless 
medicines and hope to foiat them up- 
on the United States if they succeed 
in weakening the requirements of the 
Pharmacopoeia.”
